HERE has been for some time a rather general impression 
that the people of the United States owned the postal sys- 


tem, and that the Postmaster General was placed in charged 
the system to operate it for the benefit of all the people. Unfor- 
tunately that is not the conception which Postmaster General 
Burleson has. All his recent actions confirm the impression that 
it is being operated as Mr. Burleson's private property. 


The Postal service of the nation has never been so ineffi- 


cient as during the last few months. Delays in the handling of 
mail have been inexcusablevresulting in great loss to the busi- 
ness of the country and inconvenience to all the people. Mr. 
Burleson recently attempted to lay the blame on the railroads. 
The railroads are to blame for many things,, but they cannot be 
made the goat to cover up the failure of Mr. Burleson. 


The real reason for the breakdown in the service iis the ac- 


tion of the Postmaster General in taking postal clerks off the 
mail cars, and having the mail sorted in terminal stations. 


This has resulted in a delay of days in the handling of mail, 


which has piled up in a congested condition at terminal points. 
As the result of this economy, Mr. Burleson has been able to 
show a profit in the operation of the post office. But this profit 
was secured at the sacrifice of-efficiency. 


Mr. Burleson has been the apostle of a still more indtfensible 


measure of economy. He has opposed the efforts of postal em- 
ployes to get a raise in their pay which will in some measure1 make 
up for the rapid increase in the cost of living. He has also op- 
posed the organization of a union among the postal employes 
whose purpose is to labor to secure some measure of jmstice in 
both rate of pay and .working conditions. 
The result of this 


policy has been the withdrawal from the service of some of the 
public's most efficient employes, who could earn a great deal 
more in other lines of work.

Mr. Burleson had better wake up to the fact that the post 


office belongs to the people; that it is operated not for profit, but 
for the service of the people who own it; and that the people who 
own it, and whose servant he is, do not approve of any policy of j 
oppression of the men who work for them.

ment by Thos. Flaherty,.the Secretary of the Postal Employes'' 
union, which affords an insight into the effects of the Postmaster 
General's program of economy. 
The conditions outlined there 


are recognized as being only too true by all who are familiar with 
present conditions in the postal service.

on the.western front as the time for the beginning of the 
spring operationsoapproaches. ' Two years ago after a suc- 
cessful attack at Zouchez the Germans began their drive on 
Verdun with heavy artillery fire on .Feb. 21, while, last year 
the British captured Grand Court, on the Somme front, on 
Feb. 7, and the Germans two weeks later retired from the 
Ancre, the first step in the retreat to the Hindenburg line. 


- ' ' All -official statements report great artillery activity. 
The big guns have been busy around Ypres and before Cara- 
brai, on the British front, on'the right bank of the Meuse, 
on the French front. 


There has been lively aerial and artillery fighting on 


the American sector, northwest of Toul. The skies there 
have cleared and the Germans are r»ported to be bombard- 
ing villages which they had left untouched for many 
months. 


Entente airmen have been active. 
British fliers on 


Monday dropped three tons of bombs and accounted for 
eight enemy airplanes with the loss of one machine. On 
the Italian front Italian and British aviators have brought 
down 13 enemy machines, while the Germans again have 
bombed Padua.

Upwards of 500 Men Come to 


Madison to Get Points on 


Road Building 


"Ti1** state trunk highway lnw enact- 


ed by the legislature of 1917 is the 
most monstrous piece of road legisla- 
tion ever passed by a Wisconsin legis-] 
lature." 


This was the statement of A. R. 


Hirst, state highway engineer, in ad- 
dressing the good roads convention in 
the assembly uhain'ber this morning. 
Up to last night about 300 delegates 
had registered, bat 
additional men 


came during the morning and a total 
attendance during tho next two days of 
000 Js expected. 


• ""With the passage of the state trunk 


highway lav," continued Mr. Hirst, 
and with the layout of the 5,000 mile 
State Trunk .High.way System, there 
has been a noticeable tendency on the 
part 01 the good citizens of Wisconsin 
to sit back and fold their hands with 
the pious exclamation "At last the 
Stato and Federal Governments nrc go- 
ing to build our roads for us and the 
road problem is solved." 


Cost Is High 


"In order to prove instantly that 


mich is not the case it is only necessary 
to state that the lowest estimates of 
the cost to complete, in a fairly ade- 
quate manner, this system of roads is 
?<0,000,000. There is provided by pres- 
ent Federal and Stato legislation for 
construction in the next three years 
about $9,000,000, or enough to build 
less than one-quarter of the State 
Trunk Highway System. 
In other 


words, if there is no change in the 
amounts annually made available by 
the Federal Government, the State and 
the Counties, it would take us about 13 
years to complete the State Trunk 
Highway System. 


"This 'estimate of 540,000,000 does' 


r.ot presuppose the construction of IS 
and 18 foo.t concrete or brick highways 
on all of the trunk mileage because it 
is not expected that for many years 
concrete or brick, roads will be neces- 
sary on .many portions of the system 
especially in the central and northern 
portion" of Wisconsin. 
It 'also prc- 


. supposes that tho State Aid construc- 


tion performed to date on the Trunk 
System Roads will be good enough for 


' several years and need not be rebuilt. 
If wo estimate that the whole system 
was to be built or rebuilt of concrete 
or brick, of adequate widths, within 
the next five years, the total cost of 
completing the present laid out system 
would undoubtedly reach at least $80,- 
000,000. " 


S3,000,000 a Year 


"The amounts at present available 


for construction on this system each 
year will probably be, including the 
-State Aid funds used on the system, 
about $3,000,000 a year. 
This amount 


will enable us to take a few of .the 
worst pieces of road in each county 
each year and make them adequately 
passable for travel. Some of this work 
will be concrete or brick, some gravel, 
some macadam, and some bcrcly grad- 
ed and drained earth road. More than 
this cannot be done, and any idea held 
by any community that the fact that a 
State Trunk Highway passes through 
or touches it means the instant com- 
pletion of a high typo of construction 
on that piece of road, is doomed to the 
bitterest disappointment. 
It 'is prob- 


ublc that in the next three years there 
will be built under the Federal Aid 
Law, of all types of road, about 1,000 
miles, which- means about !•! miles to 
the county, or that, about one-fifth of 
the State Trunk Highway -System will 
be built in tho next three years and a 
large part of this only by grading, re- 
quiring in many cases surfacing within 
the next few ytars on the same mile- 
age. 
' 


"Tho road proposition and the cost 


of adequate structures has reached 
such tremendous proportions that the 
possibility of financing the immediate- 
ly necessary construction by ' direct 
taxation .exists in very few counties. 


Others at Meet 


"In a state, confined by constitution- 


al provisions'sgainst state bonding, as 
.Wisconsin is, the proposition resolve" 
itself into the problem of having thn 
various counties bond for tho cor.stcr.c- 
tion* of an adequate system of roads,
